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THE FLOW of lend-'pase munitions to Egypt 
to reinforce Great Britain’s defence of the Middle 
East was reported authoritatively in Washington to’ 
have reached almost a ship a day. 


Officials familiar with administration of the 
$7,000,000,000 lend-lease fund said that between 
twenty and twenty-five ships a month were being 
dispatched by way of either the Atlantic or Pacific 


routes to the Red Sea. 


The manner in’ which — ship- 
ments have been accelerated after 
a slow start tended to telieve the 
pessimism of some American 
military experts over British 
chances of holding on- in the 
Mediterranean. Top defence 
officials were said reliably to be 
hopeful now that the diversion 
of Nazi forces to Russia would 
provide sufficient time for the 
British to get needed arms. 


Cargoes of early arrivals in 
Egypt inoluded fast new typo 
thirteen-ton tanks, which the 
British need = particularly to 
replace losses of equipment in 
Greece and North Africa. 


Some of the tanks already have 
seen action. Officials were silent 
on the results, but the War De- 
partment was reported to have 
been informed that they “did a 
very good job” in their f!mitial 
baptism of fire in the British 
foray last month against Ger- 
man forces in Libya. 


Ten Tanks A Day 


Armed with a 3%-millimetre 
cannon and several machine-guns, 
the light tanks are being tirned 
out at the rate of more than ten 
a day at a Pennsylvania plant,

The defen- 
sive bidder displays length in 
the suit he has bid, and he is 
therefore a little more likely to 
be short in some other suit than 
is his partner who has no 
unusually jong suit. 


Acting on this inference, South 
should have won the second round 
of trumps with the King in his 
own hand, Then if both players 
followed suit, dummy's Queen 
would draw the last trump; but if 
East showed out, a finesse could 
be taken through West’s Jack. The 
way South played the hand would 
have been correct if West had 
bid the diamonds, but was very 
unsound in view of the actual 
bidding.

“Death Valley’? Mack, old Ran- 
ger of the original Death Valley 
radio programme, — singer, movie

and with his cowboy songs. 


An Indian Mother 


Born of a Cherokee mother 
(she was Mary May Wolf, daugh~ 
ter of Chiet Lone Wolf of Chero- 
kee tribe), ‘Death Valley" Mack 
started his career in the early 
years of the twentieth century. 


Hie father, who was the mar. 

ehal in the Oklahoma territory 
during the land rush In April 
1889, and. hig, mother were jn 
the stiow buelness,, while his 
uncle, Capt. Bilt McDonald was 
with the Texas Rangers. 
This is not “Death Valley” 
Mack’s first visit to Shanghai. 
Way back in 1921, tired of his 
work, he sailed to the Orient in 
the “Schooner of Death Valley.” 
This time he arrived in the City 
of Joliet and intends to remain 
tor five or six days. After that 
he will continue his voyage to 
Manila where he expects tu ex- 
hibit his prowess with a whip (an 
art which brought him a big share 
of his popularity in the United 
States), and will then sail home. 
hoping to be back at his ranch 
in Death Valley by October 1.

several films devoted to arousiiig. 
America agdinst. Germariy : 
been more than a, casual Bieceas 
at the ‘box office’ and as a result 
pictures which deal with world 
conditions now are of the old 
fashioned cops-and robbers stripe. 
The villains are black and the 
heroes are white and the reasons 
why are avoided. 

According to this season’s 
formula, which got its impetus 
from England with such pictures 
as “Black-out” and “Night Train,” 
the wickedness of the Nazts is 
taken for granted and they ap- 
pear as the menace in all stories. 
Why the financial returns from 
such films as “Confessions of a 
Nazi Spy,” “Four Sons,” “Mortal 
Storm,” “The Man_ I Married,” 
“Escape,” “Pastor Hall” and “So 
Ends Our Night” were disappoint- 
ing is a matter of speculation in 
Hollywood. 

One faction thinks that audi- 
ences were convinced of the de- 
pravily of the Nazis and were 
bored by the constant reiteration 
on the screen; the other believes 
that the customers objected to 
having a _ philosophic attitude 
rammed down their throats. Both 
agree that the necessarily hope- 
less endings were depressing and 
both agree that there was no 
money in pees 

Several films typify Hollywood's 
present approach “International 
Lady,” which Edward Smail is 
making, is the tale of the pur- 
suit by the F. B. I. and Scotland 
Yard of Ilona Massey, a Teutonic 
spy, until she falls in love with 
a G-man. According to Small’s 
representatives, the same story 
could be made with a Civil War 
background or against the tapestry 
of a sinister peacetime muni- 
tions conspiracy.

The rapid expansion of the 
Royal Australian Air Force fs

The high pass standards

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GERMANY TASTES 
REAL WAR 


It does not make much 
difference whether the 
treaty concluded between 
Russia and -Great Britain 
is technically known as a 
formal alliance or merely 
as an “association,” “cn- 
belligerency” or “joint 
action.” The treaty in any 
case embodies what is 
really essential — an 
agreement for mutual 
assistance and an agree- 
ment by both parties not 
to make a separate peace. 

If Hitler is to be defeat- 
ed, he is obviously more 
likely to be defeated by 
collaboration on the part 
of his opponents than by 
its absence. If Russia 
has everything to stop 
Hitler’s drive at some 
point but one element, 
and the British are able 
to supply that element, it 
would be folly to withhold 
it for mere ideological rea- 
sons.

| The technique of de- 
livering aircraft from fac- 
tories to Roya{ Air Force 
fields in Great Britain has!

in aerial taxis, dropped 
off at factory airports to 
‘pick up ‘planes and then 
‘met by a ‘‘taxi’” at the de-

a timetable as_ strictly 
adhered to as that of 2 
;commercial air line 
operating in peace time. 

i Once an organisation to which

MINUTES 


The rapid expansion of the 
Royal Australian Air Force ts 
illustrated by the fact that at the 
beginning of this year the num- 
ber of men being accepted for alr 
crew and ground staff duties was 
equivalent to one man every 37 


minutes—day and night. 

The speed up in training facili- 
ties was so great that the intake 
of men into Initial Training 
Schools was sometimes greater 
than the total number of men re- 
cruited for air crew duties over 
the same ab although there 
was no falling off in recruiting. 
This meant a shorter 
time for recruits, 

The high pass standards 
achteved by Australians training 
in Canada under the Empire Air 
Training Scheme have surprised 
the authorities, who expressed 
doubt whether the quality of the 
first contingents could be main- 
tained. They were assured by the 
Australian Department of Air 
that if there were any difference 
between the first Australian 
trainees and those who followed, 
could only be that the standard 
would improve. 

The first contingent of Austra- 
lians completed their course in 
Canada at the end of last year, 
about the same time that the third 
party was arriving from the 
Commonwealth, 

Speaking in fhe Canadian 
House of Commons Mr. Power, 
the Minister for Air, said that the 
men from Australia and New 
Zealand had proved to be of the 
very best material.
